A POLITICAL BLUNDER. 
Nothing could be plainer than the fact 
that Secretary of State Hughes made a se­ 
rious mistake when he put forth his de­ 
fense of Senator Newberry the other day. 
It was plain at the time and it grows plain­ 
er as one studies the comment from news­ 
papers all over the country on the state­ 
ment of Mr. Hughes. Indeed, Mr. Hughes’ 
blunder is even worse than it appeared at 
first. At the outset readers of his remark­ 
able letter were concerned simply with the 
argument which it contained and were sen­ 
sible only of the complete ineffectiveness of 
that argument. 
But of even greater and 
graver interest is the point of view which 
Mr. Hughes has revealed. 
’ He is not at all concerned, so far as one 
can discover from his letter, over the pre­ 
valence of the methods utilized in Michi­ 
gan to corrupt the electorate. Even the re­ 
actionary and partisan senators who con­ 
firmed Newberry in his seat felt obliged to 
issue at the same time a formal denuncia­ 
tion of the methods through which his nom­ 
ination was secured. 
Not so Mr. Hughes. 
There is nothing of this sort in his letter— 
nothing to indicate disapproval of the poli­ 
tical debauchery which took place in Mich­ 
igan, and which even the Newberry sena­ 
tors characterized as being “contrary to 
sound public policy, harmful to the honor 
and dignity of the senate, and dangerous to 
the perpetuity of a free government.”

AS HARVEY SEES IT. 
Ambassador Harvey is a cynic. That, of 
course, is well known ad it is not surprising 
•o learn that he regards the dramatic per­ 
sonage of the world war as rather a com- 
nonplace aggregation. 
In his message to 
the London Times on the occasion of Lord 
^orthcliffe’s death, Harvey said that the 
freat Britsh journalist was one of “the sur­ 
prisingly few real personalities developed 


by the 
great 
war.” 
Unquestionably the 
war developed many “real personalities” 
and it is only because Harvey is the sour 
and bitter sort of creature that he is that 
they mean so little to him. 
The greatest of them all and the one that 
will loom largest in history happens to be 
the man whom Harvey hates more than 
any other individual in the world so that he 
can hardly be expected, perhaps, to admit 
that Woodrow Wilson was and is a real 
personality. 
But the kind of cynicism— if 
that is the proper term— which causes a 
man to see nothing out of the ordinary in 
the many other notable figures that played 
parts in the great war drama is really an 
affliction to those minds which are subject 
to it 
No wonder George Harvey is a car­ 
per and a sneerer. 
Perhaps 
one 
reason 
reason why most of the great figures of the 
world war seem small and commonplace to 
him is found in a tendency, often discern­ 
ible in men of his type, to judge others by 
himself. 


SURPLUS WAR MATERIALS. 
From the Kansas City Journal. 
A bill has been introduced in the senate 
to distribute among the states war mater­ 
ials valued at $1,000,000,000. 
It is believ­ 
ed this distribution would save the taxpay­ 
ers millions in the purchase of supplies, 
material and equipment, and it doubtless 
would. 
But the senate bill, which is sponsored 
by Senator Townsend, 
provides that the 
surplus material shall be turned over to the 
states on the basis of population, exactly 
as men were called to the colors in the war 
under the draft act. 
This would not be an 
equitable distribution, and the law should 
not provide for it. 
Rather, it should take 
into consideration the needs of the various 
states and apportion the surplus war ma­ 
terial accordingly. 
A large portion of the surplus material 
is available for agricultural use. 
For ex­ 
ample, the bureau of public roads of the 
department of agriculture is planning to re­ 
lease this fall millions of pounds of the high 
grade explosive, picric acid, for agricul­ 
tural explosive purposes, such as clearing 
lands of stumps. This is a part of the war 
material which congress has directed shall 
be turned over to the farmers of the coun­ 
try. It will be sold to them at the low cost 
of seven cents a pound. 
Under the bill now before the senate, 
Massachusetts, where the stumps are sup­ 
posed to have been blasted out a century 
ago, would receive three times as much 
picric acid as would Kansas. 
New \ork , 
one of the oldest settled states in the union, 
would receive more than 
nine 
times as 
much as Wyoming and many other western 
states where*there is reclamation work yet 
to be done. 
It is logical that the materials should be 
distributed among the states according to 
population, or according to the number of 
men they furnished under the 
draft act, 
providing this is done 
after taking 
into 
strict consideration the individual needs of 
£he states. Otherwise, the surplus war ma­ 
terials will not be distributed in the most 
economical manner. 
There is an organized movement, started 
by Governor Groesbeck of Michigan, to ob­ 
tain the passage of the bill. The theory of 
the bill— that of placing at the disposal of 
the states the war materials the keeping of 
which is expensive to the government, is 
an excellent one, but the intent will be at 
least, if there is a haphazard distribution 
and if population, 
rather than needs, u 
made the basis of distribution. 
Under the 
allotment proposed it is interesting to note 
that Missouri would 
get 
3.23 
per cent, 
valued at $32,300,000. 
Kansas would get 
1.68 per cent, valued at $16,800,000.

The problem the department has 
laced to make 125,000 men do the 
work that 225,000 have been doing 
was an enormous one, almost impos­ 
sible from the standpoint of perfect­ 
ing adequat3 defense for the country 
and its possessions, but reorganiza­ 
tion plans finally have been worked 
out.

TEMPORARY RESTRAINING ORDER 
AGAINST SHOP CRAFTS UNIONS 


EXPECTS PLENTY 
OF COAL TO MEET 
LOCAL DEMAND 


GRANTED TO U. S. GOVERNMENT 
BY FEDERAL DISTRICT JUDGE 
WILKERSON AT CHICAGO TODAY 


Labor Officials Declare the Efforts To 
Continue Making Strike Effective Will 
Still Be Exerted—Johnston Says Fil­ 
ing of Suit Is “Just Another Blunder.” 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
CHICAGO, 111., September 1.— The United States gov­ 
ernment today was granted a temporary restraining order 
against the six striking railroad shop crafts unions, their of­ 
ficials and members, from interfering in any way with the 
operation of the railroads and their properties. 
The order was granted by Federal District Judge James

Delays Cash Payments. 
PARIS, Sept. 1.—The Reparations 
Commission has relieved Germany of 
the necessity of making any further 
cash payments in reparations for the 
remainder of 1922, but defers its de­ 
cision on the 
queston 
of a mora­ 
torium until radical reforms in Ger­ 
many’s 
finances are carried out. 
These include the balancing of her 
budget, reduction of Germany’s for­ 
eign 
obligations, 
currency 
reform 
and the issue of foreign and indus­ 
trial loans. 
In rendering its decis­ 
ion, 
the 
reparations 
commission 
takes into account the fact that “The 
German State has lost its credit and 
the mark has depreciated continu­ 
ously.” 
Announcement 
of 
the 
Commis­ 
sion’s action was made by Sir John 
Bradbury yesterday evening after a 
session lasting one hour and twenty 
minutes. 
The decision was immedi­ 
ately communicated to tio German 
delegates and the 
various 
govern­ 
ments by telephone. It is under­ 
stood that Premier Lloyd George per­ 
sonally approved the settlement by 
te.ephone this afternoon. 
The decision came as a surprise to 
some circles, where it was expected

cording to Colonel Charles S. Potter, 
chairman, and John A. Ockerson, a 
member of the Mississippi river com­ 
mission. 
Both officials explained there was 
no standard method of 
rating 
the 
stages of rivers because water condi­ 
tions were different at almost every 
place where the stages are recorded. 
They said low water records are dif­ 
ferent at nearly every point on riv­ 
ers where there is a guage.. 
When river gauges were installed 
many yars ago, Sol Potter said, they 
were started with zero point at the 
lowest water recorded at each indi­ 
vidual place, and this method has not 
been changed up to the present time 
because the low water marks for the 
various gauge points 
are 
changing 
continually, and it would require too 
much work to reset the gauges with 
the change of the records. 
“Most 
people 
believe that 
the 
stage of the river means the depth 
of the water, but this is not so,” Mr. 
Potter continued. 
“The real depth of rivers may be 
many more feet than the guage indi­ 
cates, as the gauges were installed 
many years ago, when low water at 
a certain point then, may 
be deep 
water now, owing to the shifting of 
the scour.

at certain places because the beds of

MR. LLOYD GEORGE TO MR. COX. 
It would be most interesting to learn the 
details of the conversation between Lloyd 
George and former Governor Cox of Ohio, 
the democratic standard bearer in the 1920 
election. 
Chief interest, of course, would 
attach to Lloyd George's remarks. 
There 
can be little doubt that the principal topic 
of conversation was the League of Nations 
and America’s 
foreign 
policy 
resulting 
from the wrecking of the League by the 
republicans with 
consequent 
disastrous 
effects upon the peace of Europe and of 
the world. 
;If Lloyd George talked frankly to Mr. 
Cox, what he said would be well worth 
reading. 
One wonders just how frankly 
the British premier ventured to express 
himself. It is fairly clear that what he said 
was pleasing to his American visitor who 
was and is the League’s unswerving cham­ 
pion; but, as was to be 
expected, 
there 
was an understanding that the substance 
ofr Lloyd George’s statements should be re­ 
garded for the present as confidential. 
It 
seems possible, however, that a little later 
Mr. Cox will feel 
himself 
free to make 
known, to a certain extent at any rate, the 
premier’s views as expressed to him. 
He 
told the newspaper men that he must be 
more circumspect while he was the guest 
of a foreign government than he would be 
at home where he could talk more freely. 
Th is might be interpreted as meaning that 
when he returns to this country he will feel 
at liberty to give an account of his inter­ 
view with the British chief. 
Yet Mr. Cox could hardly do even this 
except upon Lloyd George’s authorization 
and if Lloyd George, having talked about 
the League and America’s foreign policy in 
a way to please Mr. Cox, has authorized 
the latter to report the conversation after a 
decent interval, it would mean a complete 
reversal of the premier’s procedure so far. 
Up to this time he has naturally and prop­ 
erly and wisely avoided 
any references 
which might irritate the Harding adminis­ 
tration. 
If he has become less careful in 
this respect, it might be taken as meaning 
that now, when all his efforts to preserve 
the peace of Europe seem to be doomed 
and the French advance into Germany ap­ 
pears to be only suspended 
for the time 
being, Lloyd George feels that reticence 
can no longer serve any useful end. 
Yet, 
even in these circumstances it is hardly to 
be expected that Lloyd George will really 
allow himself the pleasure of saving public­ 
ly what he thinks of the Harding adminis* j 
tration’s utter failure to deal worthily or 
intelligently with incomparably the great-! 
est and most important problem confront- j 
ing it.

economic needs.” 
There can be no question where the re­ 
sponsibility for the conscienceless robbery 
to which the American people are to be ex- j 
posed lies. 
Only three.democratic votes 
were in the senate for this brazen iniquity. 
Only three republican votes were cast 
against it. 
It is a republican measure and j 
has been passed under the party lash to¡ 
pay off such contributors who made possi-1 
ble the slush fund expended so generously 
by the republicans in the campaign, to elect 
Harding president.

Any person who was a member of

military forces 
subsequent to April 6. 1917, and prior 
to February 9, 1922, and has received 
a discharge (under honorable condi­ 
tions), is entitled to file a claim for 
compensation, for disabilities trace­ 
able to military service with the U. 
S. Veterans’ Bureau, but his claim 
for compensation must be filed with­ 
in five years from date of discharge.
